UbanlJSflivtno proclamation. 

Washington, D. C, Oct. 31. — 
The President to-day issued the an- 
nual Thanksgiving proclamation, in 
which he pointed out the steady 
growth of the Nation in strength, 
worldly power, wealth and popula- 
tion and that our average of indivi- 
dual comfort and well-being is higher 
than that of any other country in 
the world. For this, he declares, 
Americans owe it to the Almighty 
to show equal progress in moral and 
spiritual things. The proclamation 
follows : 

By the President of the United States 
of Ametica : 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Once again the season is at hand 
when, according to the ancient cus- 
tom of our people, it becomes the 
duty of the President to appoint a 
day of prayer and of thanksgiving 
to God. 

Year by year this nation grows in 
strength and worldly power. During 
the century and a quarter that has 
elapsed since our entry into the circle 
of independent peoples we have 
grown and prospered iu material 
things to a degree never known 
before, and not now known in any 
other country. The 13 colonies 
which struggled along the seacoast 
of the Atlantic and were hemmed in 
•but a few miles west of tidewater by 
the Indian-haunted wilderness have 
been transformed into the mightiest 
republic which the world has ever 
seen. Its domains stretch across 
the continent from one to the other 
of the two greatest oceans, and it 
exercises dominion alike in the 
Arctic and tropic realms. The 
growth in wealth and population has 
surpassed even the growth in ter- 
ritory. Nowhere else in the world 
is the average of individual comfort 
and material well-being as high as 
in our fortunate land. 

For the very reason that in material 
well-being we have thus abounded, 
we owe it to the Almigty to show 
equal progress in moral and spiritual 
things. With a nation, as with the 
individuals who make up a nation, 
material well-being is an indis- 
pensable foundation. But the 
foundation avails nothing by itself. 
That life is wasted, and worse 
than wasted, which is spent in pil- 
ing, heap upon heap, those things 
which minister merely to the pleasure 
of the body and to the power that 
rests only on wealth. Upon material 
well-being as a foundation must be 
raised the structure of the lofty life 
of the spirit, if this nation is properly 
to fulfill its great mission and to ac- 
complish all that we so ardently 
hope and desire. The things of the 
body are good ; the things of the 
intellect better ; but best of all are 
the things of the soul, for, in the 
nation as in the individual, in the 
long run it is character that counts. 
Let us therefore as a people set 
our faces resolutely against evil, 
and with broad charity, with kind- 
liness and good will toward all men, 
but with unflinching determination 
to smite down wrong, strive with all 
the strength that is given us for 
righteousness in public and iu private 
life. 

Now, therefore, I, Theodore 
Roosevelt, President of the United 
States, do set apart Thursday, the 
26th day of November next, as a 
day of general thanksgiving and 
prayer, and on that day I recommend 
that the people shall cease from 
their daily work, and in their homes 
or in their churches, meet devoutly 
to thank the Almighty for the many 
and great blessings they have re- 
ceived in the past, and to pray that 
they may be given strength so to 
order their lives as to deserve a con- 
tinuation of these blessings in the 
future. 

In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the 
seal of the United States to be 
affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, 
this 31st day of October, in the year 
of Our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred eight and of the indepen- 
dence of the United States the one 
hundred and thirty-third.

WHEELING 



Do yon take the Silent Church- 
man ? If not, Why Not ? Can 
you invest 25 cents iu any better 
way? 

Rev. Oliver J. Whildin, pastor of 
St. Elizabeth's Church for the Deaf, 
Mt. <le Chantal, will preach to his 
people this afternoon (Sunday) at 
3 o'clock and also baptize a few 
children and adults. 

The last appearance of Rev. Mr. 
Whildin in Wheeling was on 
August 23d, when the beautiful Utile 
church was dedicated. He returns 
to Wheeling to look over the work 
of his lay assistant, Mr. J. C. 
Bremer, and the various agencies 
of the church, which have boon 
doing hard and successful work to 
free their church from debt, and 
thus to entitle it to consecration. 
Of the three MiotiNiind or more 
dollars which they contracted at, 

the outset of the movement, but. b 
very few hundreds remain outstand 
ing and this they hope to wipe out 
before long. 

Rev. Mr. Whildin also returns, in 
order to announce the coming of 
I he Bishop of West Virginia for 
confirmation on December 18th. As 
this will be the first appearance of 
the bishop at Their clunch, the deaf 
mute members naturally regard it 
as important and are determined to 
make it a notablo one. A eluss for 
confirmation will be formed to-day 
and wilh the assistance of lay read- 
er Bremer, will be duly instructed. 
The deaf an* proud of their church, 
but the proudest of them all will be 
those who can say th'tt they were 
baptized, or confirmed, or married 
in it. Among the recent memorial 
gifts which have been or are MOB 
to be presented to St. Biisebeth's by 

deaf-mute missions or churches in 
other partB of the count ry, are a 
brass cross from All Souls' Church 
for the Deaf, Philadelphia, in me- 
mory of Rev. 11. W. Syle, the first 
deaf-mute minister to deaf-mutes in 
the world; a laree brass alms basin 
from St. Ann's Church for the Deaf, 
New York City, in memory of Rev. 
Dr. Thomas (Jallaudci, the founder 
of deaf -mn to mission* In A merlon; 
a brass altar desk from the deaf- 
mule mem b e te of the District of 
Columbia Mission, itt memory of 
their late Bishop Sat.ilerlee of 
Washington I a set of brass vases 
from the deaf-mutes of Virginia, in 
memory of Rev. Job Turner, the 
predecessor of Rev. Mr. Whildin in 
the work in West Virginia, and for 
35 years a missionary to the deaf . 
Other gifts — one fiom tin* Baltimore 
Mission — are also to be presented in 
due time. 

Rev. Mr. Whildin arrived early 
yesterday (Sunday) morning from 
Cumberland, where he has a flour- 
ishing mission in connection with 
Emmanuel F.piscopal Church. 
During the past, few weeks, or 
since the first of October, he has 
been on the road almost continuous- 
ly, visiting his numerous mission 
stations and directing his lay read- 
ers as to the proper met hods of carry 
ing on the work. The missions 
more recently visited are those in 
St. Augustine and Jacksonville, 
Florida; Savannah, On. ; Charleston 
and Columbia, S. C. ; Wilmington, 
Durham and Raleigh, N. C. ; Nor- 
folk, Newport News, Lambert's 
Point, Hampton, Richmond, and 
Danville, Va. ; and Baltimore and 
Hagerstown, Md. 

One of his pleasant duties 10 
oontly, while in SouthJCarolina, was 
to visit an old m e m ber of the 
church, who is not only deaf and a 
mute, but also totally blind. Ah 
this man's blindness was brought 
on at the very advanced age of 50, 
he is now 05, the vast meaning of it 
all to him can, perhaps, be realised, 
To be suddenly deprived Of sight, 

while already deprived of speech 
and hearing, and at an age when 
the value of all three senses are 
mostly realized and enjoyed, is 
enough to utterly discourage one. 
That this was the condition of mind 
•nd heart — a condition of through 
dejeolion and hopelessness — of this 
old gentleman, Mr. Whildin soon 
discovered and it was his work to lift 
up his spirits and encourage a 
feeling of resignation and cheerful 
nesB. This he brought about by 
teaching him to read the books of 
the blind by the sense of touch and 
by providing regular visits for him 
from deaf mute people living iu 



nearby cities. Another act and one 
worth mentioning was Rev. Mr. 
Whildin's participation in the exer- 
cises at the laying of the corner- 
stone of a new State school for the 
colored deaf and blind of Virginia. 
The stone was laid by Peninsula 
Lodge No. 27, O. F. & A. M., and 
Rev. Mr. Whildin, by special in- 
vitation was asked to say the in- 
vocation and also pronounce the 
beuediotion. A member of his 
misson, Miss Grace Fortner,, 
rendered "Nearer, My God To 
Thee," in the beautiful language 
of signs. The founder and superin- 
tendent of the school is Mr. W. C. 
Bitter, a deaf-mute priuter of 
Hampton, Va. Twenty thousand 
live hand red dollars was appro- 
priated by the legislature of Vir- 
ginia for the erection of the build- 
ings of the school. Virginia is the 
last, of the States of the Union in the 
matter of erecting schools for the 
colored deaf and blind people. — 
Wheeling Register, Oct. SSta, 

Additionally, the gloomy rainy 
Saturday, turned into the beautiful 
sunny Sabbath-day, which saw, at 
the ounrch, a big enthusiastic crowd 
— the largest of all assemblages 
previously to the Dedication Day, 
with our regular pulpit-orator, Rev. 
Mr. Whildin. He baptized Miss 
Anna Lyles, with her sponsors, Sirs. 
J. C. Bremer and Mr. Samuel \V. 
Corbet l. Anna is recorded as the 
first deaf-mute baptized in the new 
chapel Holy Communion service 
then followed, in which twenty 
one communicants were numbered 
Misses Daisy Littleton, Ida Millard 
and Mrs. Corbetl, beautifully attir- 
ed in cot I as and caps, gracefully 
rendered iu the sign-language, "In 
the Cross of Christ I Glory," and 
" Lead, Kindly Light," at intervals. 
After the close, the missionary ap- 
pointed a committee of five to 
make preparations for the church 
to be represented at the celebration 

of ths 20th anniversary of the cou- 

sccralion of All Souls' Church, 
Philadelphia, Pa., on December 
ftth. 

On the night of the same day. 
Rev. Whildin, while the clock 
struck nearly uine o'clock, baptized 
in Bellafre, <>., Jennie Delora 
Goodman, infant daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs L. W. Frooso, who were 
unable to go to the church. Mrs. 
Cotbett, Mr. and Mrs. .I.C. Bremer, 
were sponsors. Those in attendance 
were Mrs. Ella Rentier, Mrs. 
Thomas Littleton, Misses Christina 
Jepson and Daisy Littleton, Mis. 
Typhis and Messrs. William Alex- 
ander, Louis llallern and Samuel 
Corbett and several other hearing 
persons. At the request of the 
little child, ice cream and cake 
weroserved in a very quiet manner. 

Rev. Mr. Whildin remained till 
Monday morning, when he de- 
parted on his mission for Parkers 
burg, Huntington and Charleston. 

A supper is to be given on 
Thanksgiving Day Eve, to reduce 
the church debt, by Mr. Frank 
Post's sister, in Benwood Junction.

" Grand Old Man" Frailer is very 
happy that the election is over, 
lie had been in hot political discus- 
sions. 

No event of border history oan 
exceed, for coolness and daring, 
the exploit of two little brothers, 
and Henry Johnson — the former 
thirteen and the latter only eleven 
years of age. Their parents lived 
near the month of Short Creek, 
several miles from here. 

One day, in October, 1788, they 

went about a mile fiom the house 
to look for a hat which one of 'hem 
had lost, and were sitting on a log 
by the roadside cracking nuts. 
They soon saw two men approach 
ing, whom they took for two neigh- 
bors, but when the two came up, 
they found "they were black." 
They sat still, and one said, " Row 
do, or odder." John, the thirteen- 
year old, asked if they wete Iu- 
diitns, and they said yes, and that 
the boys must go wilh them. 

They took up their march, one of 
the savages iu advance, the other in 
the rear, and after traveling some 

distance, halted in a deep hollow. 

The two boys saw them with their 
knives and heard them talk in 
their strange tongue, aud thought 



they were about to be killed ; but 
Henry states ho felt calm, as he 
thought he would rather die than go 
with them, but was troubled about 
his patents would be fretting after 
them. John went up to the In- 
dians, and with great art, said his 
father was cross and made him 
work hard, and that he would 
rather be a hunter and live in the 
woods, all which seemed to please 
them, and they talked quite plea- 
santly. The two were Delwares — 
one a prominent chief — and they 
asked John many questions, and 
seemed well informed about the 
name and force of every border fort 
and station. They concluded by 
asking him if he knew the way 
homo, and John, though knowing 
well, pointed the wrong way every 
time, which made them laugh. 

They hatled for the night about 
four miles from they were first 
taken, and, as evening closed in, 
Henry became fretful, when John 
encouraged him by Whispering that 
they must kill their captors that 
night. After they had selected a 
sleeping place and struck a fire, one 
of them reprinted his gun and went 
to an old stump to get some tinder 
wood. John then seized the gun 
and would have fired had not his 
brother taken hold of it and pre- 
vented, asthe oilier might be close 
by, and told him if he would 
wait for night he would help. 
After supper they all sat down and 
talked for some time, the savages 
asking many questions, and stating 
that they never could catch hie 
father's black horse that wore the 
bell. Prom this point we will quote 
from Henry's own narrative : 

" We then went to bed on the 
ground, to test and study out the 
best mode of attack. They put us 
between then), that they might be 
the better able to guard us. After 
a while one of the Indians, suppos- 
ing we were asleep, got up and 
stretched himself on the Other side 
of the fire, and soon begun to snore. 
John, who hail been watching every 
motion, found they Were sound 
asleep. Ho whisphcrod to me to 
get Up, which we did as carefully 
as possible. John took the gun 
with which the Indian had struck 
fire, cocked it, and fixed it on a log 
in the direction of the bead of one 
of the Indians, lie then took a 
tomahawk and drew it over the head 
of the other Indian. At the woid, 
I pulled the trigger and the struck 
at the same instant : the blow, fall- 
ing two far back on the neck, only 
stunned the Indian, lie attempted 
to spring tO his feet, Uttering most 
hideous yells, but my brother re- 
peated the blows with such effect 
that the conflict became terrible, 
and somewhat doubtful. 

"The Indian however, was forc- 
ed to yield to the blows he rt^eiv- 
ed on his head, and, in a short 
time, he lay quiet at our feet. 
The one that was shot never moved ; 
and, fearing there were others 
close by, wo hurried off, and took 
nothing with us but the gun I 
shot with. They had told us we 
would see Indians about to-morrow, 
so we thought that there was a 
camp of Indians close by ; and 
fearing the reports of the gun, the 
Indian hollering, and I calling to 
John, might bring them upon us, 
we took our course towards the 
rivet , aud, on going about three- 
fourths of a mile, came to a path 
which bid tO Carpenter's Fort. 
My brother here hung up his hat, 
that he might know where to take 
off to find the camp. Wo got to 
the fort a little before daybreak. 
We related our adventure, and the 
next day a small party went out 
with my brother and found the 
Indian that was tomahawked on 
the ground ; the other had crawled 
off, and was not found till some 
time after. He was shot through, 
close by the ear."

also went to make up a very en- 
joyable evening. Delectable re- 
freshments were served about mid- 
night. Those other than the above 
named preseut were : Mrs. Corbel t, 
Mrs. Rebecca Le Clair, Mrs. P. A. 
Green, Mrs. Typles, Misses Daisy 
Littleton, Emma Schafer and Ada 
Enderson, Mr. aud Mrs. L. W. 
Freese and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
John C. Bremer, Messrs. Charles 
Weiner, Arthur Jeff era, George 
Cannan, William Robb and Frank 
Yost. Preceding, the society held 
its regular business meeting, Mrs. 
Corbett, presiding. The treasurer's 
report was given — $46.85 in bank. 
The monthly dues and liberal con- 
tributions were added to the bal- 
ance, fully $50.00.

Zeno Kepllck to " Public Good," 
A Pointed Qubstion. 

Mr. Zkno : — I want to a8k you a ques- 
tion. I have seen in your articles such 
statements as "The TiUleu plan is the 
simplest and the least.ditticult," etc. 

Will you please tell us in what respect 
your plan it not complicated ? 

Respectfully, 
lVni.ic Good. 

It gives me double handed plea- 
sure to answer the above question. 

I reply : ' ' The simplicity of the 
Plan consists in the division and 
subdivision of duties." 

In the good old days the principal 
of a school for the deaf gets up early 
in the morning, wakes up the pupils, 
conducts the chapel services, teaches 
iu the classroom, looks after the 
hoeing in the vegetable garden, 
bargains with the grocer and but- 
cher, writes to the parents that their 
boy is happy in school, makes a 
report to the Board of Managers, 
entertains visitors, superintends the 
eveniug study hour, puts the lights 
out, aud at last kneels at his own 
bedside, a man weary bodily, but 
as undaunted in spirit as the ancient 
Spartan. 

It is different to-day. The super- 
intendent gives orders from the 
office, it being understood that the 
employees under his direction, wore 
chosen with reference to thetr abi- 
lity to discharge promptly and in- 
telligibly the duties in their several 
departments. 

This is division and sub-division of 
duties, with one man iu control at 
the head. It is so in the conduct of 
a military or political campaign, 111 
the management of a store or in the 
government of a nation. 

The Tilden plan contemplates just 
such a division in administration. A 
society, to begin, holds an election. 
If it has sense enough to elect its 
own officer's, it surely knows how to 
take part in national election. The 
election returns are taken to the I 
gress. A committee examines them. 
The names of the successful candi- 
dates are announced. We go on to 
the next thing in the order of busi- 
ness, and soon, in a rapid aud un- 
interrupted manner. Then v 
B largo margin of time for pleasure. 

The reader thinks that because 
the Tilden plan was published in 
three serial articles and takes some 
time to read, it is long and com- 
plicated. He is mistaken. It is 
composed of mere elements, and 
those elementary parts taken to- 
gether, make a whole which has an 
almost archaic simplicity. The Pre- 
sident will occupy a dignified posi- 
tion. He will say little but execute 
much ; he will be in touch with so- 
cieties, Committees, Legislatures 
ami even the Congress of the United 
States. There is a balance of power 
in every department, one part doing 
what another cannot. There is 
variety, yet unity, and every part is 
made to feel that, on its good work. 
the success of the whole depends. 
This is better than the pi 
crowded, confused, and unsatisfac- 
tory machinery of the N. A. D., by 
which the president does every 
thing, from accepting a gavel made 
of the wood of a historical tree, to 
the power of placing a photographic 
privilege.

Apparently the guild of this bor- 
ough is going to have a prosperous 
season, judging from the lat] 
number of members and visitors, 
who attended the meeting Thursday 
evening last.

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Last week the New York dailies 
had reports of a case wherein a 
deaf-mute woman was duped into 
signing a $25,000 mortgage upon 
her batidsome home. 

The court proceedings developed 
the fact that the deaf-mute woman 
had also l>een declared an imbecile, 
but on what grounds nobody seems 
to know. It is certain that her 
testimony was given quite clearly, 
in reply to the questions put tc her 
through an interpreter in the sign 
language. The opposing counsel 
tried to have her testimony ruled 
out, claiming that she was not com- 
petent to testify, but the judge 
allowed her to proceed. 

This is only one case of a great 
many similar in import, but not 
known of the general public. 

Every de f-mute should be 
taught the importance of a thorough 
knowledge of any document he 
or she is asked to sign. If in 
doubt, seek legal advice. And, if 
money or property be involved, get 
the advice of a lawyer any way, 
before affixing your signature. 

Whether you buy or sell or trans- 
fer property, a lawyer's aid is the 
best safeguard, and is worth more 
than the amount of his fee. 

We once heard of a deaf man 
who purchased a fine, new house, 
pa'd the money in cash, had the 
de<- .'ed, and everything look- 

ed lovely and secure. If.- eongratu- 
lated himself on being smart 
enough todispense withtheser 
of a lawyer and save the fee — 
probably about %'Z'j. Shortly after 
taking possession of his new domi- 
cile, a bill for building material 
was handed him. In vain he pro- 
'ed that he had bought the 
house, paid for it, and that the 
man who sold it to him should pay 
for the building material. He was 
amazed to discover that as present 
owner be was responsible. A 
builder's lien on the property re- 
sulted in the loss to the deaf-mute 
of over $3,000, all of which could 
have been saved by the employ- 
ment of a lawyer at the outset.

Farewell, my friend I The long 
undying friendship that has existed 
between you and me, and between 
you and many others, is ruthlessly 
broken by death. In our sorrow 
wc have the memory of a beautiful 
life shining through all the years 
we have been together as classmate, 
comrade and friend. One of Mrs. 
Stafford's favorite motto was : "He 
most is wise who buildeth ever for 
Paradise," and her entire career has 
been in full accord. As a girl at 
the Fanwood School, as a young 
woman at the Kendall School and 
Gallaudet College, a beautiful Chris- 
tian spirit pervaded her whole en- 
vironment. Familiarly known as 
" May " at Fanwood, she exerted a 
strong influence in all the rounds of 
the life there. She possessed a 
rare intelligence, and her character 
was moulded npon the rock of the 
living faith. 

She organized the first King's 
Daughters Circle at Fanwood, and 
the "I. M. C," establishing them 
upon sterling foundations from 
which a great deal of good has 
emanated. Her example and integ- 
rity made us girls think a second in 
many of our thoughtless frolics. 
Her fertile brain and clever fingers 
devised schemes that made the " I. 
M. C. " famous by its meetings, 
entertainments, and other unique 
affairs. May idolized her teacher, 
Miss Ida Montgomery, and was her 
staunch friend. She was the best 
beloved pupil of both Miss Mont- 
gomery and Mr. Currier. Al- 
though so highly endowed in char- 
acter and mental attributes, she was 
not possessed of earthly riches, and 
her aspirations and self-sacrifices so 
well-known to me, together with 
many disappointments, were a mar- 
vel of persistency and forbearance. 

Her health, always frail and deli- 
cate, was no impediment in rising 
above her circumstances and attain- 
ing the highest success in her 
chosen profession. While at the 
College as a student, Mrs. Stafford 
worked her way assisting Dr. K. A. 
Fay in his office. She rendered 
valuable service in compiling his 
Statistics of the Deaf. All that she 
earned, except what she had to use 
for her own necessaries, she sent to 
her aged grandmother on Long 
Island, a most superior woman to 
whom May owed much. She spent 
the summer vacation with her and 
ministered to her. Being a guest 
there on one occasion, I can recall 
how tender and solicitous she was 
for her grandmother's comfort, for- 
getting self, although there were 
days when she was so wearied in 
both body and soul. 

Mrs. Stafford was highly accom- 
plished in all the branches of art 
and domestic science. She had the 
knack of graceful execution in all 
she undertook. Her pen and ink 
sketches were accepted in the ma- 
gazines, her china and water color 
paintings were close to nature and 
brought her high recommendation 
and good remuneratiou. She could 
make her own dresses when neces- 
sary, and was very proficicut on the 
writing machine. We all 
knew her well as a versatile writer on 
all topics, and her poems, although 
not extensive, show rare talent. 
The piece " To the Hudson," has 
been widely published. 

When Mrs. Stafford became one 
of the faculty at Gallaudet College, 
she was the only woman teacher, 
and the lady students claimed all 
her spare time. She mothered and 
chaperoned them in all their whims 
and caprices, and, I believe, organiz- 
ed the O. W. L. S. 

She severed her connection with 
the College to marry Mr. Henry L. 
vStalTord, whom she met while both 
were students there. They made 
their home in Manpictte, Michigan, 
and as a housewife she was a model 
of neatness. She applied her know- 
ledge of cooking iu a scientific way, 
and kept accounts so that she never 
exceeded her housekeeping allow- 
ance. 

When a little daughter was born, 
the mother's health broke down aud 
had never been the same up to her 
death. As the western climate did 
Mi hei , the family mov- 
ed to Washington Mr. Stafford's 
recent appointment as a lay-reader 
injtlu' Episcopal Church in Washing- 
ton was a great delight to his wife. 
In a hi .1, " Harry may 

yet be a Reverend ! " 

She walked in the purity of her 
intellect, in the integrity of her high 
ideals, in the fear of God and the 
love of her fellow-men, diffusing 
wherever she moved. The 
Lord has called her to her reward, 
and to His peace that passeth all tin- 
In our grief we look 
forward to the meeting above.

" With combined lip and hand 
movements she told that Mendels, 
had put the paper before her, stat- 
ing that it was a reference he needed 
in opening his brokerage office. 
Mrs. Mendels, who is separated from 
her husband, corroborated the story 
of her mother

had been declared an imbecile and 
would escape the responsibility for 
her signature partly on that ground, 
the lawyers questioned the value of 
a lunatic's evidence.

Mann, during the 86 years of his 
woik, has journeyed considerably 
more than a million miles, flay and 
night, between missions hundreds of 
miles apart, among a widely scatter- 
ed people. 

" Dr. Mann," said Bishop Leon 
ard the other day, "travels more 
miles in the year ami does a more 
laborious and devoted work than 
any other missionary of the chinch 
in this country." 

The bishop might well have said 
"in the world," because that seems 
nearer the fact. His regular Sun 
day services — ami he gets around to 
each as of ton as may be — include' 
parishes in Detroit, Grand Rapids, 
Kalamazoo, Chicago, Indianapolis, 
Louisville, Cincinnati, Dayton, 
Columbus, Toledo, Youngstown, 
Pittsburg, and, of course, his home 
city. 

He serves* smaller parishes mi 
week days, going all the time. He 
has held more than 6,000 services, 
has officiated in 438 parishes, and 
his baptisms to date number 1,011. 
The list of his activities abroad in- 
cludes London, Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Belfast, Dublin and Cork, and every 
state and territory in America has 
bad the benefit of his helpful pre- 
sence.

HEALTH I.ESMOKS. 

TAUGHT BY STREET CAR TRASSFERS 
IN TROY, N. Y. 

The use of Street Car transfers in 
Troy has not been discontinued but 
their use has been materially and 
spiritually alterated. The " souless 
corporation," as corporations quite 
generally are styled, may not after 
all be as soulless as it sometimes 
seems. The United Traction Co. of 
Troy has just printed a new supply 
of transfers, at pratically double, 
the cost of the transfers which it 
has heretofore issued, and this ap- 
parently for a philanthropic pur- 
pose. Their motives in printing on 
the backs of their new transfers 
such information as the Troy Tu- 
berculosis Relief Committee of the 
State Charities Aid Association de- 
sires to disseminate, surely cannot 
be impugned as soulless or im- 
puted to selfishness. 

Some time ago the Committee on 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis of 
the Charity Organization Society, 
secured a similar privilege for the 
transfers used on Sunday in New 
York City, through the conrtesy of 
the Siegel Cooper Co., which firm 
uses the backs of transfers in the 
metropolis for advertising purposes 
and doubtless pays royally for the 
right. They have stated that they 
sacrifice nothing, from a standpoint, 
of advertising, when the public 
reads on the transfers received each 
Sunday, "CONSUMPTION CAN BE 

Cured— Delay is Fatal. If you 
have a cold that hangs on — if you 
even faintly suspect that your 
lungs are not strong — if you have 
been thrown with consumptives — 
learn the truth and act on it. Do 
not try to cure yourself. Go to a 
doctor or to the nearest tuberculosis 
dispensary. (By courtesy Siegel, 
Cooper Co,)" 

But the Trojans have gone their 
neighbors in the metropolis several 
better. The transfers just issued 
in that city, numbering several 
millions, printed at the expense of 
the United Traction Co., are distri- 
buted, not one day in the week, but 
every day in the week, and now as 
the people in Troy idly turn their 
transfers over, they read, " con- 
sumption IN EARLY stages CaN be 
cored." Take your case in time 
to a good physician or go to the Re- 
lief Station No. 2 Hill Street, and 
you may be cured — do not wait. 

Consumption is caught mainly 
through the spit of consumptives. 

Friends of consumption: damp- 
ness, dirt, darkness, drink. 

Enemies of consumption: sun, 
air, good food, cleanliness. 

If you have tuberculosis don't give 
it to others by spitting; even if you 
have not, set a good example by 
refraining from the habit, always 
«lirty, often dangerous. "(Troy 
Tuberclosis Relief Committee, State 
Charities Aid Association.)"

The tiaajlaadet Memorial. 

Itia proposed to create a memorial 
to the bite Rev. Thomas Gallandet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Dcaf-Mutes. The present Church 
bj Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Homo twenty-five feet back from the 
lino of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church odilicound be a center 
of religious Hii'l soeisj life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to Bee the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which Iuh name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
live feet in depth. It, will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the nooial, re- 
ligiooi and industrial needs of the 
deal' mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Uallau- 
del Memorial l'arish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
